“ No, No,”’ came the answer ac con- 
gregation. 

“ Of course not,” rejoined Voliva. “ “That's 
right; do some thinking—read between the 
lines.”’ 

“John Alexander Dowie’s conception of 
Zion was a divine conception,” declared the 
preacher, and then a little later: “ Itis easy 
to say that mistakes have been made. Any 
man that amounts to anything makes mis- 
takes, and a man who never makes mistakes 
never makes anything.” 

Tremendous applause greeted this synop- 
sis of Dowie's work, and the speaker then 
passed on to a general criticism of the condi- 
tions he found in Zion City. 


Old Time Glory Lacking. 

Taker as a whole the service suggested a 
faded story to the observer noting the dis- 
parities between the occasion and those to 
which Dowie was Wont to contribute a cer- 
tain measure of mystery and pomp. The fol- 
lowers filled only the first floor and balcony 
of the auditorium which for Dowie was 
packed to the roof. 

One or two uniformed guarda stood in place 
of the double column through which Dowie 
would enter the church, There was no smart 
equipage with high stepping horses and jit- 
gling harness to dash up to the curb and de- 
posit the venerable white bearded prophet. 
Where, too, was the great white surpliced 
choir? Only a slender group of singers oc- 
ecupled the bare choir loft which Dowie filled 
with hundreds. 

There was a difference, too, in the service. 
There was no Dowie—no vehement, excorl- 
ating Dowie to dance about the platform, to 
catechise his followers, and to read his cor- 
respondence aloud in his prayers. The meet- 
ing was conducted by Overseer Piper. 


All Eyes on Voliva. 

But all eyes from the first were bent on the 
figure of the man who occupied the great 
throne chair—a man of swarthy complexion, 
smooth shaven, with black—oleaginously 
shining—black hair, who neither sang nor 
repeated scripture nor prayed aloud with 
the rest, but ever intently regarded the wor- 
shipers from eyes deep sunk and almost in- 
visible beneath the low drawn brows. This 
was Voliva. In a community in which the 
founder has encouraged the growth of 
beards the overseer’s smooth face was an 
indication of the revolt from Dowle's in- 
culcations. 

Overseer Piper announced the abandonment 
of all Sunday evening services in the Chicago 
tabernacles. He said in this way it is hoped 
to increase the attendance Sunday morn.

“I’ve been called on to face ba EE that 
no man since creation has been called on to 
face,” he declared, “ but if it is God’s will 
to let Zion be destroyed, I would sit on the 
gate post and smile a broad smile. If man 
can destroy Zion, let it be destroyed. Per- 
haps you are worrying en you are 
afraid you may lose 75 cents.

BRYAN MEN TAKE THE LEAD. 


Lieutenants of Nebraskan Control Chi- 
cago Meeting. 


The Democratic Majority Rule league is- 
sued its declaration of independence yester- 
day. Incidentally it started a movement to se- 
cure the Illinois delegates to the next demo- 
cratic national convention for William J. 
Bryan. This feature, however, was not ad- 
vertised. The Bryan followers do not want 
to get into an open fight with the Hearst 
people until they have to. 

The declaration of independence is written 
in ‘imitation of the historic one of July 4, 
1776, and copies its language as closely as 
it can and conform to present and local con- 
ditions. As Jefferson and his colleagues an- 
nounced their independence of the rule of 
King George and gave their reasons for it, 
so the Diinois democrats assembled at the 
Palmer house declared themselves indepen- 
dent of the control of National Committee- 
man Sullivan, John P. Hopkins, and the ma- 
jority of the state committee. 


Dunlap Outlines Program. 

Every congressional committee in the state 
outside of Cook county was represented at 
the gathering. M. F. Dunlap, the Bryan lieu- 
tenant in Illinois, made the keynote spéech, 
in which he told the story of the manner in 
which Chairman Hopkins and his friends 
had run the state convention of 1904, and 
added: 

“ You tell me the party linen should not be 
washed in public; that the past should be for- 
gotten; that we should get together. I tell 
you the party linen was made so dirty in the 
convention of 1904 that the democrats of this 
state at the next convention must wash out 
every spot and stain if they expéct effective 
support.”’ 

The rivalry between the Hearst and Bryan 
factions for the Illinois delegates to the next 
national convention showed itself in a resolu- 
tion asking the county conventions to in- 
atruct their delegates to the state conven- 
tion to vote for Congressman Henry T. 
Rainey as the temporary chairman of the 
latter gathering. 

Mr. Rainey is known as a Bryan man, and 


sents Mr. Hearst in Illinois, and HH. M, 
Wheeler of Quincy, an associate of Mr, Hop- 
kins on the state committee who is friendly 
to Hearst, opposed the resolution. Theirs 
was the only opposition, however, and the 
congressman was recommended. 


Hailed as Bryan Victory. 

It was hailea as a Bryan victory and “ Jim” 
Reddon of Vermilion county, who had been 
asking for a direct Bryan indorsement as a 
help in carrying his primaries, said he was 
satisfied with it. 

It was agreed tacitly at the gathering that 
Gen. Alfred M. Orendorff of Springfield 
should be the party candidate for United 
States senator, and his name should be 
printed on the primary ballots. No formal 
action as to this was taken, however. Gen. 
Orendorff is another Bryan adherent.

It soon will be possible in Chicago for union 
men to die and be buried under “ thoroughly 
union” conditions. The last chapter in the 
union book of life is a ‘ union " cemetery. 

Under an impulse given by the joint cigar- 
makers’ unions of the city, the «movement 
took practical shape yesterday; and within a 
month or two a plat of ground large enough 
for 5,000 graves will have beeri acquired. The 
burying ground will be reserved etrictly for 
unionists. No other person may be buried. 
there. 

The cigarmakers have appropriated $15, 000 
from their treasury to cargy out the scheme. 
They do not intend to keep the cemetery for 
the benefit of members of their own trade 
only, but will throw open the gates of the 
burying ground to the other uniong of Chi- 
cago. It is expected that the rest of the 750 
labor organizations of the city vee “" 
— in the plan. 


"Union from Start to Finish. 7 

It is proposed to purchase ea tract of three 
acres and allot a certain amount of space 
to each union. Although the cemetery will 
be under a. single superviaton, it will be pos- 
sible by this arrangement for each labor 
organization to look after ite own graves. 
It has been suggested that the different 
uniong might erect over Rheir dead monu- 
ments of some distinctive design emblematic 
of their particular trade. 7 

Not only do the plans of the clgarmakers 
provide for a “‘ thoroughly union ” cemetery, 
but they embrace also a scheme to extend 
to every unionist an opportunity to Have a 
“union” funeral from start to finish. A 
union-made casket, it is Aaid, already is on 
the market. It is possibla also to secure 4 
union hearse and carriages with union 'team- 
sters to drive theni. 


Will Organize Gravediggers, 


What the cigarniakers wish to add to com- 
plete the “ union arrangements ”. accompa- 
nying the last rites of their fellow unionists 
is a grave dug by union gravediggéers. In 
order to provide this it will be necessary’ to 
organize the gravediggers into a union. Thet 
is what the cigarmakers plan to do,; 

The cemetery scheme, the cigarmakers say, 
Geveloped naturally. Hundreds of members 
of the organization di¢ annually. Mary of 
them are men without families or friends. 
Some of them leave insufficient funds for 
burial expenses. Many cases were citedalso 
of unionists coming here as strangers from 
other cities and dying. To provide for the 
burial of these has become a problem thvolv- 
ing not only sentiment Dut also economy. 
The cigarmakers believe it will be’ both 
cheaper and more satisfactory to provide the 
“union” burying ground,

The recovery of bodies is proceeding slowly. 
Only sixty were brought up today, but this 
evening the rescuers reported that.a hundred 
more had been found. 

Chief Engineer Leon, who headed the first 
rescue party in shaft eleven, which was the 
least damaged, says it was not uni! 5 o'clock 
in the afterncen that It was possible to get 
down as far as the first gallery. The sight 
there was awful. There wasa confused macs | 
of beams, rubbish, corpres, dead horses, and 
cars. The rescuer: heard feeble groans and 
dashed at. an obstruction with axes. They 
released twelve men who were In the last 
gasp. Then they were obligea to return to 
the surface. Another party of rescuers scon 
descended and returned witht twelve corpses. 
All the dead were completely carbonized. 
One was headless, while the arms were torn 
of another. There may have been others 
alive quite near the shaft, but. the rescuers 
could not reach, them as the alr was so bad. 
No one could venture more than a few yards 
from the shaft. 

At 8 o'clock tonight the minister of com- 
merce, the minister of public works, and 
Col. Kerandran, representing President Fal- 
liereg, were at shaft three. Ah engineer was 
let down,*but he found it impossible to breathe 
when a little mére than half way down. He 
— not a-soeund could be heard from 


Between ‘midnight last night and this after- 
noon only two men wefe brought up alive, 
‘ahd by a strange irony of fate exactly the 
same number of rercuers lost their lives in 
the same pit, victims cf the poisonous gazes. 

Replying to an inquiry as to whether hope 
retmained for the finding of more men alive 
in the mine, M. Leon said: 

“It ig searcely posrible. The state of the 
galleries is such that clearig them will bea 
dificult tesk, while the flames were so fierce 
that many of the victims. must have been 
reduced to ashes.”’ 


May Attack Mine Owners. 

Words cannot describe the scenes at the 
mouths of the pits, where 25,000 men, women, 
and children were standing day and night, 
too stunned by the horror of the catastrophe 
to give expression to their feelings. Now 
and then a woman fainteand is carried away, 
but for the most part there isa weird calm. 
The mining company officials fear this ap- 
parent quietude is only a prelude to a violent 
outburst directed against the mine owners. 
Signs of restlessness become so pronounced 
that the prefect has summoned reinforce- 
ments of troops and gendarmeés. 


Troops Restrain Mourners. 


The vast mortuary camp is under military 
guard, 400 soldiers having arrived there to 
assist in holding in check the crowds of dis- 
tracted mourners. For a tim: hope had been 
held out to the people that tappinge on pipes 
by the imprisoned men had. been-heard, but 
gradually this hope venished and the people 
demanded admission to see the bodies, and 
even threatened to break through the cordon 
of troops, who had the greatest difficulty in 
keeping the crowds from the pit. 

For the time being the mine bulliding has 
been transformed into a mortuary chamber 
and all about in it He the carbonized and 
almost unrecognizable bodies of miners 
which were taken there ag they were brought 
up from the mine. Stricken relatives arrive 
at the mine building from time to time, 
searching for missing members of their fam- 
ilies, and indescribable scenes of grief oceur 
as women recognize loved ones. 


Many Heartrending Scenes. 

Heartrending scenes, too, are witnessed 
about the mouth of pit No. 4, where in the 
presence of Ministers Dubief and Gauthier 
the bands of rescuers are continually de- 
scending and returning with bodies. . The 
women with children in their arms attempt 
to. break through the cordon of troops which 
forms a lane through which the body bearers 
proceed to the mortuary chamber. Some- 
times the burden consists of a mere heap of 
burnt flesh, and in nearly every case the body 
ig terribly lacerated. Only one-half of the 
bodies recovered have been identified. 

Despite the danger incurred, the volunteers, 
who include a number of those who were 
successful in escaping at the time of the ex- 
plosion, do not hesitate to deecend the shaft. 
Some of them have been down more than a 
dozen times. One. of them, after having 
brought up fourteen bodies. was suffocated 
on his fifteenth attempt, and it ie feared that 
other fatalities among the volunteers will 
follow, as the air in the minew# ig still impreg- 
nated with noxious gases. A number of the 
men engaged in rescue work have already 
been brought to the surface unconscious. 
and as they were driven to.their homes in 

closed carriages the women followed and 
broke the windows. suspecting that bodies 
were being hurried away. 


Stories of the Rescued. 


Several miners have come up from pit No. 
11, which is connécted with pit No.3. They 
effected their escape by means of a ladder, 
and as they came from the mouth of the pit 
they appeared to be bordering on madnéss. 
All of them were more or leas injured. When 
asked about their comrades, one of them 
said: 

“It is horrible. All of them are dead.” 

A young miner who escaped from pit No. 4, 
where about 500 men remain, sald: 

“I was working about fifty feet from the 
shaft. Suddenly I felt a puff of hot gas and 
started toward the shaft. I was half suf- 
focated and was unable to advance farther 
because of the fumes. Finally, however, I 
succeeded in reaching the cage and came up 
in it. 

“ After the blast I. neither heard nor saw 
more of my comrades, and I believe that all 
in that gallery in which I was working are 
cead.”’ 

Another miner said: “It is indescribable. 
Everything was demolished or has fallen in. 
I saw bodies lying in piles. My son is velow.” 

One reecuer has asserted that he heard 
voices in the mine, and others found two 
horses still living. This gives rise to the 
hope that some of the men are still living.

The proclamation,. which is addressed to 
workmen and. peasants, declares that the 
authors of Russia's misfortunes are the 
Jews, who throughout the world hate Russia 
and want to rob the peasants of their land 
and make them their slaves, “ unfrock the 
priests, and turn the thurches Into Jewish 
stables and pig sties.’’ 

The proclamation also asserts that the 
Armenians, English, and Germans want to 
destroy Russia and divide the country among 
its enemies. 

The proclamation calls count de Witte a 
supporter ‘of the Jews and the chief enemy 
of the country, and summons the faithful, 
wherever they find Jews, to‘ tear the Christ- 
sellers to pleces.’’ 

Prince Mestchersky calls attention ‘to the 
unrest among the peasants, and warns the 
bureaucracy that it is playing a desperate 
game in arraying class against clags. “ If 
today the peasants are incited to slaughter 
millions: of Jews; thé Armefilans toihorrow 
may be séized with the mania of murder, and 
magsgcres: nay oceur everywhere without 
regard to race or class.”’ 


Liberals Lose the Zemstvos. 


Another important development in the po- 
litical situation, though more moderate in 
character, was the success of what is called 
the reactionary elements in wrestling the 
control of the zemstvos from the hands of the 
liberals. Although the’ zomstvoists are not 
elected and are democratic in their views, 
they heretofore have been in the forefront 
of the fight against the old régime. 

The issue was raised by the zemstvos upon 
the demand of the federal administration in 
the provinces to discharge doctors, teachers, 
agricultural experts, and other employés of 
zemstvos suspected of revolutionary tenden- 
cles or activity. At Moscow thre liberals made 
a hard fight to protect the employés, but the 
reactionaries, under the leadership of M. 
Guchoff, were victorious, whereupon thirty 
liberals resigned. 

At Toula the struggle was so bitter that 
two challenges to dueis were exchanged, one 
of them between Prince Dolgoroukoff and 
Prince Ourussoff, the latter heading the re- 
actionaries, Neither of the duels was fought, 
but the reactionaries won. The entire staff 
of the sanitary department of the zemstvos 
was discharged and the department closed. 
A resolution was adopted to the effect that 
the revolutionary propaganda must be 
stopped. 

A similar contest ia being waged in the St. 
Petersburg douma and has already resulted 
in the resignation of M. Petrunkevich, pres- 
ident of the medical commission. 


MAYOR JOHNSON LOSES OUT. 


Ownership Ideas Not Included in Re- 
port to Ohio House on Municipal 
Code Amendments. 


Columbus, O., March 11.—[{Special.]—Mayor 
Tom L. Johnson: of Cleveland has lost out in 
an elaborate scheme for municipal code 
amendments. In a report of the lower 
houge’s cities committee to be made public 
tomorrow no provision is made for his pet 
plan for the municipal ownership of street 
railways and for the municipal inspection of 
factories and food. 

A slight victory is his in the matter of a 
federal instead of a board plan of city gov- 
ernment. For the boards of safety and serv- 
ice separate single directors are provided, to 
be named by the mayors, and not subject to 
confirmation by thecouncils. City solicitors, 
auditors, and treasurerg will continue e be 
elected as at present. 

All city employés are to be named ate the 
mayor from the lists of eligibles classified 


by the board of civil service, and dismissed 
police and firemen may appeal to thie board 
The mayors are to name the boards of health, 
but the boards are to er: their own em- 
"mete ,

He will 
be deputy lieutenant for Norfolk, He has taken 
his seat in the house of lords, and at some official 
dinners, such as Jord Tweedmouth’s, Lofd Wim- 
borne’s, and Lord Ripon’s, he walked ahead of 
every one as senior lHberal peer. 

Atmong those to whom the prospectus was 
shown was Thomas Sutherst, a wealthy man 
with social aspirations and a marriageable 
daughter. He asked to see the gocds. The 
result was a considerable reduction in the 
figure he originally had prepared to pay to 
obtain a real, live marquis as a son-in-law. 
He was told that the man didn't count; that 
the title was everything; but he couldn't be 
got to look at the matter just that way. It 
was arranged then that a meeting should 
take place bétween the marquis and Miss 
Sutherst. 


fT “When the negotiations had proceeded thus 


far the marriage broker friend, to make 
sure of his commission, got the marquis to 
write this letter, dated June 26, 1905 : 

In consideration of your introducing me to Miss 
Gladys Sutherst with a view to marriage, and on 
condition that such introduction is the means of 
my marrying Miss Giadys Sutherst, I promise to 
pay. to you 10 per cent of whatever sum of money 
I receive from Mr. Sutherst, or from any member 
of his family, as soon as such sum is paid to me, 
which must be paid before the actual marriage is 
effected, as without such money I could not either 
marry or undertake to pay any such commission 
either to you or any one ejse.

Sold on Installment Plan. 

The introduction duly took place. Miss 
Sutherst said she would take him and the 
financial arrangements could be all settied 
with papa. They were married on Aug. 9. 

It is said that the price Mr. Sutherst agreed 
to pay was $135,000, which is a pretty good 
sum for an undersized. spindle-shanked mar- 
quis. Mr. Sutherst has admitted that the 
sum hus been correctely stated, but he de- 
nies that there was any agreement that it 
should all be paid before the marriage—in 
fact, as he explains it, the arrangement was 
that he should pay for the marquis by in- 
staliments, and he declares it was stipulated 
that the money should be devoted to paying 
off the: marquis’ debts. In the six months 
that has elapsed since the marriage, he says, 
he has given the marquis $20,000. 

The honeymoon was spent on the continent. 
For the mannikin marquis it was not a happy 
one. The marchioness, it is alleged. acted 
as though she owned him outright. To show. 
her complete ownership of him from the 
crown of his head to the soles of his feet, it ig 
said that she compelled him to grease his 
hair and part it in the middle and made him 
black his own boots. 


“Dunned” by His Agent. 


To add to his troubles the friend who had 
arranged his marriage subjected him to a 
continual dunning for his 10 per cent com- 
mission, while the marchioness, on the other 
hand, made things worse for him by object- 
ing to his shelling out any money on his own 
account. 

The poor little chap evidently was honest 
in his desire to pay that commission, though 
the bargain was proving such.a sorry one 
for him. What payment he had previously 
made on account is not known, but from 
Wiesbaden, a month after his marriage, he 
wrote a pitiful letter to the dun, in which he 
acknowledged that he still owed him $10,000, 
but regretted that he could not pay it because 
the contract between himself and his father- 
in-law had not been completed. 

When they returnea to town in November 
the marquis gave the marchioness the slip 
and hied away to Brighton, where he has a 
house.

Cent of These Graduate. 


New York, March 1.—I Special. }~Over half 
the pupils registered in the New York public 
schools have not progreseed further than the 
gecond reader and the simplest combination | 
of numbers, according to Dr. W. J. Shearer, 
superintendent of schools of Blizabeth, N. J. 
Only 80 per cent of these have progressed so 
far. Sixty-four per cent of those registered 
have not gone further than the primary 
grades, while only the most advanced finish 
the third reader and gain a fair knowledge 
of addition, subtraction, multiplication, and 
division. 

Ninety per cent of those registered below 
the high school have gone less than half 
through the grammer grades. Thip means 
that only one out of ten registered has pro- 
gressed far enough to be able to read with in- 
telligence and understand the simplest math- 
ematical problems. It means that not more 
than one out of ten could find the interest on 
$125 for three months at 5 per cent. 

Only 4 per cent of those on the register

SCOWL AT SISTERS WHO REBEL 


Half the Fair Members of Brooklyn 
Flock Disobey ‘‘No Millinery Here’”’ 
Order—Quote Scripture in Defense. 


New York, March 11.—[Spécial.]—In Ar- 

ington avenue, Brooklyn, Presbyterian 
ehurch the Rev. Dr. Warren H. Wilson an- 
nounced a week ago that he would like to 
have women remove their hats before the 
services began. The change was supposed 
to go into effect today. There were about 
200 women in the congregation. Half had 
their hats off. These scowled at the women 
who Kept theirs on. Dr. Wilson did not make 
any criticism of tHe recalcitrants in the 
course of his sermon. He did, however, 
aay: 
‘*In former duys.there was a custom, es- 
pecially among Quakers and Jews for both 
men and women to sit in a house of wor- 
ship with their heads covered. Most of the 
Jews preserve this custom in their.syna- 
gogues. Many of our women of the present 
day believe in maintaining this ancient cus- 
tom.”’

Spring is here. It is time for flower lovers 
to begin planting their gardens. It is the 
time when the average amateur gardener 
makes his worst mistakes. Toooften he buys 
seed which he does not handle properly, with 
the results that bare spots in the garden show 
where he expected beautiful blossoms. The 
young plants that he expected to fower are 
killed by the hot sun or choked under heavy 
or dry soil. 

The amateur who would rival the profes- 
sional florist in the radiance of his garden 
should make a start now by sowing the seed 
of many kinds of showy annuals im boxes or 
pots, to be kept indoors for awhile, The 
boxes should have holes for drainage in the 
bottom, but should not be so open as to keep 
the soll dry. Ordinary garden soll may be 
used in the bottom, but at the top there should 
be a Hghter soll, well mixed. The small seeds 
ghould be sown on th® surface; then fine soil 
spread over them and pressed down, but not

A Wild Flower Garden. — 


lt will be a fad this year, as one résult of 
an early spring, for amateur flower lovers to 
plant, for the admiration of their friends, 
gardéns of wild flowers, transplanted from 
the woods. Many of the plants found in the 
woode and fields have foliage and flowers as 
beautiful as the highly cultivated kinds. 

With the first touch of spring, before the 
snow and ice have disappeared from the more 
densely shaded places, the first wiid flowers 
Legin to bloom, and there is @ constant suc- 
cession of gay blossoms, increasing in #plen- 
dor until late in September, when many of 
the wild flowers are at their best. 

By makifig trips to the woods *¢ various 
scasons, the flower lover may transplant 
such specimens of each variety as please his 
fancy. At home a bed should be prepared 
for them, placed where the plants may have 


some protection from the hot sun, and be 
watered regularly. The soil ¢hould be thor- 
oughly enriched with well rotted manure, or 
rome commercial fertiliger. | 

lt js best to plant the wild flowers asa bor- 
der, with all varieties mixed, as moet of them 
are perennials, and it will be unnecessary to 
replant the border yearly, ex¢ept to replace 
thoge that dle: Owing to the different flower- 
jag seasons of the various varieties, if the 
bed is well furnished with many sorts, there 
will be. constant succession of bloom all the 
summer.

The Romance of a. Sweet Pea. 


Tt will soon be time toplant sweet peas, the 
pretty flowers which have beén brought to 
great perfection in America, which pften 
thrive in poor soil. 

The parent of nearly all the most beautiful 
varieties of the American sweet pea is the 
Blanche Ferry, which has a pretty romance 
connected with its discovery. Some fifty 
years ago the comely daughter of a welt todo 
farmer ran away from home to marry a 
youpg quarryman, and her home thereafter 
was always in a cottage, offen but a mere 
hut, on the thin soll overlying the lime- 
stone ridges where her husband worked. 
When her baby died she went back to her 
father’s farm to bury it, and took with her 
on returning to her cottage some seed of a 
white sweet pea, and seed of the old Painted 
Lady pink.

Thereafter, however great her poverty, she 
never fafled to grow near her cottage home 
some of these sweet peas, asa reminder of her 
They were 
always grown of thin, poor soil, often so thin 
that they could only be kept alive by constant 
attention and watering. As a result of such 
environment fofmany plant generations they 
acquired a @warf growth anda great abun- 
dance of bright colored flowers, Some twen- 
ty-five years after the baby died, a seedsman, 
passing the little home of the mother, noticed 
the beauty of the sweet peas and obtained a 
teaspoonful of the seed. This he multiplied

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HAS BULLE? PROOR VESTS 


INVENTOR URGES POLICE DEPART- 
MENT TO ADOPT THEM. 


Casimir Zegien Allows Tw Patrolmen 
to Fire Shots at Close a, but It 
Is Not Penetrated—Test Proves En. 
tirely Successtul—Policeman W, I. 
Neff, Accused of Paying Friend to 
Entice Wife to Hotel, Will Lay 
Case Betore Chief Collins Today. 


Casimir Zeglen, 140 West Division street, 
inventor of a bullet proof cloth, is the lat- 
est man to bob up with suggestions as to 
the further expenditure of the police funds. 
Mr. Zegien wants an appropriation for at 
least five of his vests for each police station 
in the city. 

He will take the matter up with Chief of 
Police Collins today. The vests are of close- 
ly woven silk, weigh twenty-four ounces, and 
cost $50 apiece. 

Yesterday the inventor, who has been la- 
boring since 1897 to get his “‘ armor vests” 
into general police and army use, held a 
demonstration of their merits at Schultz's 
hall, BlackHawk and Noble stteets. Lieut. 
Maloney of the Thirty-third precinct, who 
was asked to superintend the test, vetoed at 
the start Mr. Zeglen's proposal to canvert 
himself Into a target shielded by the cloth. 
Finally the vests were pinned to some oak 
planks and the firing began. 


Cloth Proof Against Bullets. 


Officers Henning and Satterling discharged 
bullet after bullet at a distance of ten feet, 
making scarcely an abrasion in ‘the cloth. 
ove bullets rebounded at a dangerous veloc- 

ty. 

‘The merits of this closely woven silk have 
been proved so often,’’ said Mr. Zeglen at the 
close of the trials, “‘that it makes me tired 
to think about it. A vest like a ball catcher’s 
shield would be a big protection for a man 
during a riot or when sent out oma dangerous 
commission. I have been shot at many times. 
The sensation is like a sharp thrust in the 
ribs, but there is no pain.”’ 


Neff to Explain to Collins. 


Policeman Welcome I. Neff, who is accused 
by his wife's attorney of having paid James 
Christie $500 to entice her to\a hotel, has 
denied theallegation and will lay his side 
of the case before Chief of Police Collings at 
11 o'clock this morning.

Both of these practices, 
which President Eliot considers evils, baye 
been allowed to flourish because of a be- 
lief that trade conditions required, or at 
least permitted, them. They have not 
been looked on as necessary evils. Many 
have been unable to perceive that they 
were evils at all, except in those cases 
‘where they were fraudulent in inception 
and intent. | 
Overcapitalization ueed to be excused by 
some as a mere bookkeeping device to 
make the percentage of profit on tvest- 
ment appear smaller without actually re- 
ducing the amount. In those companies 
where the stock, whether much or little in 
‘quantity, would be held by the same per- 
sons, it does not appear at first sight that 
it makes any. difference how much the 
nominal amount is. But President Eliot 
points out that in many instances this 
eoncealment of the real percentage of profit 
is a wrong to two classes of people, omit- 
ting any reference to investors, who must 
ascertain for themselves what the. actual 
value of the stock is. .One class of per- 
sons who may be wronged by overcapitali- 
gation is made of the employés whose 
Wages must be fixed at a figure which will 
allow a profit on fictitious capital.. These 
Wages must sometimes be at a figure low- 
er than the state of the.labor market would 
otherwise establish, especially if the num- 
ber of companies overcapitalized in any 
one industry is so large as to depress 
wages throughout that whole line of work. 
The other class of people injured, in the 
ease of corporations whose nature gives 
‘them a virtual monopoly of the field, and 
which depend for existence upon the pos- 
session of public franchises, will include 
practically all who do nét own stock, 
Any fair basis of rates, of service, or of 
compensation to the state cannot be 
reached easily when it is impossible to 
find how much of the capital stock repre- 
sents cash and how much water. In pre- 
senting this state of things as an evil 
President Eliot has not been unduly sen- 
sational. 
His arguments, however, seem less 
sound when he objects to the payment of 
salaries which bear some relation to the 
magnitude of the corporation rather than 
in strict proportion to the ability and ac- 
tivity required. Of all forms of profit 
sharing the rewarding of especially faith- 
ful, or especially capable, employés by 
high wages seems least objectionable. 
President Eliot’s theory that a man’s chief 
reward should be his own satisfaction 


with his work is not practicable so long 


as competition among employers makes it 
possible for a man to choose among posi- 
tions eqtally congenial. His duty to his 
family requires him to go where their 
share of his reward shall be greatest. A 
family cannot be, supported on a man’s 
pleasure in his work. The fear that high 
salaries may unfit men for appHeation to 
business has some foundatign in the be- 
havior of men who are morally unfit to 
stand the strain of wealth, but does not 
affect the merits of the case. Wonld 
President Elict wish his own salary to be 
no higher than the newest tutor? Could 
the latter take the president's place? 

There is qne class of high salaries for 
which no justification can be found, the 
salaries paid to the officers of insurance 
companies and other corporations. of a 
fiduciary nature, where there is no pre 
tense that the services rendered deserve 
the compensation received. Such - pay- 
ments are of the nature of theft. If Pres- 
ident Eliot’s remarks are meant to apply 
chiefly to functionaries of that kind the 
public will agree with him. 


A QUESTION OF LIFE OR DEATH. 
As a general rule, American legislative 
history shows that the bills which are in- 
troduced into state assembly or congress re- 
flect in a way the theories of the time, so 
that, by examining the successful and the 
‘pejected measures of a session, ome may get 
a pretty good idea of social movements in 
any state or in the country at large. The 
facility with which news is transmitted 
nowadays is probably responsible for the 
present legislative activity regarding incura- 
bles. The measure introduced in lowa had 
a forerunner in the Ohio legislature, where 
much energetic lobbying in favor of the bill 
was done by a woman, a rather surprising 
thing considering the usual notion of the 
tenderness of the sex. 

In the New York assembly, on the con- 
trary, a champion of an entirely different 
character appeared with a bill providing 
that any one should be considered guilty of 
felony who even so much as advocated the 
idea of putting the unfortunate to death. 
The prohibition proposed’ was comprehen- 
sive, including word of mouth, written or 
printed circulars, messages, letters, -docu- 
ments, pamphlets, newspaper or muga- 
gine articles, or publication of any other 
kind. From this extreme to the [owa posi- 
tion is a long distance. In the latter in- 
stance the war cry is “ humanity to human 
animals,” the analogy being found in the 
compassion for a horse which has broken its 
jeg or lost its teeth. 

The proposition to kill the defective and 
the unfortunate is as old as the records of 
the @arth. The ancients were not much 
disturbed by reason of the hopelessly de- 
formed or idiotic children. They simply put 
them to death or left them exposed where 
the end came quickly. Any child which did 
not seem healthy and strong had no chance. 
It was considered a public duty for the wel- 
fare of the state, which escaped the financfal 
problem that confronts the modern state 
which has to provide the increasing ex- 
penditure needed yearly to keep up the 
many institutions for the care of its un- 
fortunate and defective citizens. When the 
first of these charitable organizations was 
formed many years ago it was counted a 
marked step forward in the direction of a 
wider humanity. But the defectives then 
were relatively few in number, because mar- 
riages were more closely supervised, and 
more care was taken to prevent the union 
of defectives or those partly defective, 
whose children might find homes at the ex- 
pense of the public purse.

_ HELPING THE ‘ ‘ HANDICAPPED.” 

The Charity Organization society of New 
York is preparing to establish a unique em- 
ployment bureau. The objeet of the new 
bureau will-be to get jobs for the “ handi- 
capped,” by which term is designated a Vva- 
ried class of people, embracing all who by 
any cause are put at a marked disadvantage 
iu competing with their fellows for the op- 
portunity to earn a decent living. ‘To this 
class belong cripples, convalescents, per- 
sons who haye just been released from pris- 
on, the weak minded, ete. i. 

People of this kind find it hard or impos- 
sible to get work through any existing 
means. The average employer, who uses 
the regular employment agencies or the 
“want” columns of the hewspapers, natu- 
rally chooses from among the applicants for 
positions those who give the best references 
and are physically and mentally well en- 
dowed. ‘The Charity Organization society 
of New York believes, however, and no 
doubt rightly, that there are many good men 
and women who would give an equal chance 
or even the preference to handieapped seek- 
ers for employment if there éxisted some 
agency through which they could be found 
when wanted. 

There are extremely few among them who 
are wholly unsuited to any kind of work, 
The boy with one arm can run etrands, The 
man who has just come out of prison can be 
given a_ position where he ca@ earn good 
wages without having the temptation or op- 
portunity to steal. The problem is to find 
work for the handicapped in which their 
various handicaps will not cont against 
them. It ought not to be a hard préblem to 
solve if its solution is gone about intelligent- 
ly and with the right motives, | 

It would be an incalculable blessing to 
this class of persons to get them work at 
good wages. Society would benefit hardly | 
less by it. The man or woman who has no 
money and caunot get a job must starve, be- 
come a charge on private or public charity, 
or steal. For obvious economical as well 
as moral reasons society cannot afford to let 
people be driven to such extremities when it 
can be prevented. It wduld be prevented i in 
many cases where it is now permitted if em- 
ployment agencies such as it is proposed to 
open in New York existed in all the large 
cities. 
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The chief of police told the 
finance committee the other 
day that the detective bu- 
reau has eighty-six men, He 
did not give the committee 
any information as- to the 
amount of detecting they do in return for 
the thousands of dollars they draw out of the 
city treasury. Unquestionably they have 
found tn the pawnshops a certain number of 
stolen. watches, but it does not take much 
skill to do that. When it comes to discover- 
ing the men guilty of *‘ mysterious murders "’ 
and placing them under arrest, or catching 
known murderers who have a start of an 
hour or two, the record of the detective bu- 
reau is mot good. The chief of police also 
told the finance committee that he had 188 
‘plain clothes *’ men on night dutty and 126 
on day duty. The “ plain clothes”’ man is 
not so conspicuous as.the uniformed police- 
man. That enables him to catch an occa- 
It also enables him to 
spend considerable time in a saloon without 
attracting the attention of citizens. He can 
do. much loafing without being detected. 
‘There ts useful work for “ plain clothes " men 
to do. The question is how much is done by 
those on. the Chicago police force. It is not 
certain whether they get their desirable as- 
signments out of favoritism or because they 
have special qualifications. A statement of 
what they have accomplished during the last 
twelve months will throw some light on the 
subject. The finance committee ought to be 
eager to get some light into the obscure meth- 
ods of managing the police force.

Abel had three sons, of whom the first was 
George, who was created a baronet, and 
whose eldest son and namesake assumed the 
name of Bromley in leu of Smith, his de- 
scendant, the present holder of the baronetcy, 
being Sir Rebert Bromley, ‘married to the 


-late Lord Pauncefote’s daughter Lillan. 


Abel Smith’s second son, John, was the an- 
cestor of the late Lord Pauncefote. The 
third son of Abel bore the same hame and 
had a son of his own named Robert, who 
was.the friend’ and banker of the famous 
Prime Minister Pitt, and for whom the latter 
secured,’ with a good deal of difficulty, a 
peerage from George III., the latter mani- 
festing an invincible objection to raising 
“any one fn trade” to the house of lords. 
Pitt was of a different opinion. He held 
that any man of good repute, possessed of 
an income of $100,000 a°year, derived from 
entailed landed property, 
entitled to a peérage, and he had his way. 

Pitt's friend selected as his title that of 
Lord Carrington, and his son, following the 
example of the other descendants of the 
original Abel Smith, secured leave from the 
crown to change his patronymic from Smith 
to Carrington.

The present Lord Carrington was one of the 
few cronies of King Edward of whom his 
mother, the late queen, was extremely fond, 
and she bestowed upon him many marks 
of favor, promoting him from a baronetcy 
to an earldom, and appointing him to all 
sorts of offices, including those of captain of 
the corps of the gentlemen at arms, governor 
of the colony of New South Wales, and lord 
chamberlain. It was while holding the lat- 
ter office that Lord Carrington, in fulfilling 
his duties as censor of the drama, had his 


‘memorable encgunter with Fay Templeton 


on the subjeet of her costume, when she was 
appearing at the Gayety theater in Loridon. 

Sixty-three, bespectacled, and most. beney- 
olent looking, it is difficult to represent to 
oneself that Lord Carrington was forty years 
ago the associate of his equally gray haired 
sovereign in many a wild freak and harum- 
scarum prank, and that he was the princi- 
pal actor in one of the most sensational 
horse whipping scandals of the nineteenth 
century. The castigation was administered 
to Grenville Murray, former diplomat, au- 
thor, and journalist, for holding up the ear! 
to ridicule and obloquy, under the pseudonym 
of ‘* Bob Chousington, Lord Jarvey,”’ in a 
weekly newspaper of the society order en- 
titled the Queen's Messenger.

Grenville Murray, who received a terrible 
drubbing, brought suit againet: Lord Car- 
rington for assault and secured the imposi- 
tion of a fine of $500. But during the course 


j of the legal proceedings he was unfortunate 


enough to swear to something that was not 
true, and thereupon Lord Carrington pro- 
ceeded against him for perjury. To escape 
the consequences of a certain conviction 
Murray fled to France, where he remained 
an exile from his native land until his death. 

Grenville Murray was understocd to be a 
tural son of Lord Palmerston, who was 
his protector as long as he lived, and who 
certainly gave him his first appointment in 
the diplomatic service. He wrote a number 
of books, of which the best known are “‘ The 
Member for Paris” and “ Sidelights of Eng- 
Heh Society,”’ which latter is of the most 
libelous description and long since out of 
print.. He collaborated from Paris with Ed- 
mund Yates in « the London weekly, 
World, and died under a Spanish name and 
title of count which he had obtained through 
his marriage late in life with.a Spanish 
countess in her own wright, that.is to say, the 
eldest ‘daughter and heiress of a Spanish 
grandee, who had no sons.

Lord Carrington is married to a daughter 
of Lord Suffield, the favorite lord tn waiting 
of the king and the oldest’ member of his 
household, and has a younger brother, Col. 
Sir William Carrington, who isthe controller 
of the household of the prince’of Wales. Sir 
William Carringtom, who was also assistant 
private secretary and equerry.to the late 
queen, has an Amefican wife, a daughter of 
the late Francis Warden, which made _ him, 
of course, the brother-in-law of that ex- 
tremely. popular personage, the late Billy 
Warden, who was as much at home in the 
most exclusive set of London sociéty asin 
that of Paris. 

One of the queerest duties which Sir Will- 
lam has had to perform hase beem to direct 
the operations of the party composed of 
yeomen of the guard In their quaint nfedie- 
val uniforms, and of modern garbed.police- 
men, who on the night before the opening 
of parliament search the vaults and cellars 
beneath the house of lords and the house 
of commons, This is more of a historical 
ceremony than a measure of precaution, and 
it dates back to the day of King James I. 
and of the gunpowder plot. It is scarcely 
necessary to relate here the time honored 
story of how Guy Fawkes was discovered 
on Nov. 5, 1605, concealed in. the vaults be- 
neath the houses of parliament, equipped 
with a dark lantern and fuses, and sur- 
rounded by a large number of barrels of 
gunpowder, all ready to blow king, lords, 
and commons into eternity. 

From that time to this the vaults and cel- 
lars of pariament. have always been solemn- 
ly searched on the eve of the opening of par- 
liament, which, in view of the perfect man- 
ner in which the entire palace of Westmin- 
ster is guarded by a detachment of London 
police assigned t@ this duty, is quite as su- 
perfluous as th@ lanterns carried by the 
yeomen of the guard on these occasions, the 
vaults being brilliantly lighted by electricity.

Sir William Carrington ro o* longer is in 
charge of this particular duty, which he ful- 
filled in his capacity as secretary to the 
lord great chamberlain, a hereditary office 
distinct from that of lord chamberlain of 
the household and held jointly by Lord Car- 
rington, Lord Ancaster, and the marquis of 
Cholmendeley. According to an arrange- 
ment between these three peers, each in turn 
fills the office during a reign. 

Lord Carrington was lord great chamber- 
lain until the death of Queen Victoria, and 
as such in supreme control of the palace of 
Westminster, that is to say, of the houses of 
pariiament.' When Edward VII. came to 
the throne Lord Cholmondeley assumed the 
duties of lord great chamberlain, and when 
the present prince of Wales succeeds to the 
crown it will be Lord Ancaster who will as- 
sume the obligations of this office. 

Let me add in conclusion that both Lord 
Carrington and his brother, Sir Bill Carring- 
ton, profess to be not merely ardent liberals 
but even advanced radicals. 


High Grade Detectives in France. 
{From the London Mail.] ‘ 

The high police officials in charge of the 
criminal detective department in Paris who 
directly handle serious cases are not only 
men of exceedingly shrewd character but 
also of ‘high education. They did not begin 
their police career as ordinary detectives, but 
have nevertheless been through many years’ 
training as officials in the department. The 
French police employ a number of men in all 
professions of life. who, while ostensibly 
carrying on those professions, are in reality 
detectives in disguise, The authorities, how- 
ever, find a difficulty in recruiting profes- 
sional men as detectives, chiefly because 
many such men consider it beneath their 
dignity to enter the force, however high the 
pay. There are nevertheless at least two 
excellent French detectives, both of them in 
possession of several foreign orders, who 
were formerly reporters on French news- 
papers. One of them holds the Royal Vic- 
torian order.

Chauncey Olcott returned to MecVicker's 
last evening and was given the hearty wel- 
come that invariably awaits him whenever he 
comes with his sfnging, his attractive Irish 
brogue, and his deeds of-romantic heroism. 
It matters little what be the play he offers— 
at least. what i¢: its title. . For the play itself 
always is built upon the same g¢heral lines. as 
was the one in which he last was geen. Only 
the characters are otherwise named and the 
settings and costumes are different from | 
those used the season befere. Mr. Olcott re- 
mains unchanged, And thig is quite as it 
should be. He is an entertainer, and as his 
patrons find in him the best of hie kind, he 
best pleases them by giving them what they 
like best. 

The play in which Mr. Olcott is appearing 
this season is called ‘‘ Edmund Burke,” is 
the work of Theodore Burt Sayre, and has 
the famous Irish patriot as its central figure. 
Political matters and state conditions are 
but Nghtly touched upon. The plot in the 
main has to do with the love affair of Burke 
and Mary Nugent. In the first act Burke 
is seen at the home of Lord Nugent, where 
he is secretary to his lordship. Hehas loved 
Mary, but has not dared to tell her of his 
passion. She is conscious of it, however, 
and when Sir Hugh Vivien tries to palm off 
on her as his own a poem which Burke has 
written and but recently presented to. her, 
she chooses between the two men and favors 
the young secretary. Lord Nugent surprises 
them, however, at their lovemaking, and dis- 
misses Burke then and there. The curtain 
falls with the Irishman telling the British 
peer that it may be in parliament itself that 
they next shall meet. 

The second act playsin Burke's attic where 

he and Oliver Goldsmith are starving to- 
gether. Burke sings songs of comfort, how- 
ever, and Goldsmith sips whisky. «Mary 
comes to see her lover and is surprised by 
Lord Nigent, who wishes to buy from Burke 
a speech which he neédé for parliament. ‘The 
girl manages to escape detection, however, 
but encounters Frederick, the prince of } 
Wales, who, attracted by her beauty,.bids his 
hirelings abduct her, She is carried to his 
“love nest’? and hée is making desperate 
love to her when thrée ruffians rush in upon 
him and bind him to a chair preparatory to 
whisking him off to France and demanding 
ransom. Burke comeés in through the roof, 
frees the prince after making him promise 
to give him a seat in the house of commons, 
and then with a sword, a box of snuff, and 
good muscular strength downs three or four 
rascals who oppose him and makes his es- 
cape with Mary and the prince. The lastact * 
etraightens out the love tangle and starts 
the young Irishman on his brilliant. career. 

It is a harmless play, full of improebabilities 
and unlikely situations, but entertaining 
those who like “ just @ story,” and it gives 
Mr. Olcott a chance to sing a half dozem Irish 
songs, to say no end of bright, pert things. 
to make love in his nice fashion, and to play 
the generous hero of numerous occasions. 
AH of these he does in his best manner, ‘which 
means that those who. ike him—and they are 
many—will enjoy the performance greatly. 
Mr. Olcott's voice is as pleasing as it long 
has been, and his new’ songs are taking. The 
cast contains competent people. Miss Phil- 
lips plays Mary sweetly and with sincerity.

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Not long ago THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE published an article de- 
scribing the plans of the School of Domestic Arts and Sci- 
ence to encourage and develop a more businesslike attitude 
among women toward the important subject of household ac- 
counting. This article brought out so many letters and inquiries 
that the work of arranging a complete and yet simple book was 
undertaken, and this book is now ready and will be placed on 
sale at the students and housekeepers’ exhibit on Wednesday and 
Thursday of this week at the School of Domestic Arts and 
Science, 39 State street. 

The above illustration shows a sample page. It provides for 
both cash and charge accounts, and has a line for each day of the 
month. If there are no charge accounts those columns are left 
vacant, and it lends itself equally well to a cash account alone 
The left hand page shows source of income, cash received and 
paid out. The charge column show bills paid and amount pur- 
chased but not paid, divided into two headings, “‘ housekeeping ”’ 
and ‘‘general.”” The total daily expense «aloes fhot include bills 
of previous month paid, as they were charged in the purchased 
charge column of the month before, but shows daily expense of 
current month.- The right hand page gives the distribution of 
expense under the same general division of housekeeping and 
general for the current month. 

A few days of trial of this system is enough to convince one

Health Department Finds Conditions 
Favorable to Spread of Disease, and 
Parents Are Warned to Exercise

Exposed to Infection—Laboratory 
Again in Working Order and Ready 
te Examine Samples of Foods, 


An epidemic of scarlet fever in Chicago is 
feared by-the city health department.’

“Tne hospital population remains about 
stationary; there was only a slight increase 
over the previous week in reported cases of 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, and chickenpox; 
all other of the infectious diseases show de- 
creases in the number of cases reported. 

** Scarlet fever is the most threatening of 
all this class of maladies; 124 cases reported 
az against 113 the previous week, and only 21 
during the corresponding week of 1905. In- 
dications point to an epidemic year for this 
disease. Already there have been’ 84 deaths 
reported, as against only 19 during the sim- 
jlar period last year—which was one of un- 
usual freedom from scarlet fever.

of many in the trade. It had been expected 
that the movement at this time, in view of 
the enormous crop raised, would be very 
heavy, but the arrivals at the principal mar- 
kets were small throughout the week. The 
roads in the belt are reported to be almost 
impassable, and aa it will not be long before 
the farmers will be actively engaged in their 
fields the belief is confidently expressed by 
many that the receipts will continue com- 
paratively light for at least two months. 
The light afrivals here served as one of the 
principal tonics to the market, which, how- 
ever, has suffered in sympathy with the 
weakness in wheat, and unlesg there is an 
improvement in the movement many believe 
that the grain is worth more than it is bring- 
ing at this time.
